Washington, December 20.—Deaths | 
from cancer increased in the United 
States in 1925, while the fight against 
tuberculosis made progress. 

A total of 86,754 deaths were re- 
ported to the census bureau as hav- 
ing resulted from cancer last year in | 
a registration area composed of ter- | 
ritory containing 87.6 per cent of the 
total population. This represented an | 
increase of 5.816 deaths over 1922. |° 
The rate per 100,000 population was | 
89.4 against S6.8S in 1922. 

In the same area tuberculosis | 
caused 9O.732 deaths against 90,452 | 
in 1922, but the rate per 100,000 | 
decreased from 07 to 95.6. 

The census bureau estimated that | 
if the unregistered areas maintained | 
the game ratio of deaths, cancer | 
caused 99.000 deaths in 1925 against 
95,000 in 1922, 

Rates Adjusted. 

Adjusted rates were made in coim- 
paring the figures on both eancer and 
tuberculosis by states. In the case of 
cancer, the adjusted figures were 
made to allow for difference in age 
and sex distribution of the popula- 
tion, hecause, generally speaking, only

In addition to his serviees to the 
Confederacy he never lost sjzht of the 
love for his oid comrades, and his ac- 
tivitics in the United Confederate 
Veterans’ organization continued un- 
fi] his ceath.

C. YV., in 
Burke county. 

Extensive Farmer.

Placing car tracks on both sides of 
Ponce de Leon avenue, and 
parking space for automobiles in fhe 
center of the street, will be proposed 
at the next meeting of city council by 
Councilman J. A. Beall, of the second 
ward, he announced Saturday.

Would Lessen Accidents. 

“Adoption of such a plan would re- 
duce greatly the danger of accidents,” 
Mr. Beall said, “and would make 
boarding of street cars much easier. 
It also would facilitate moving of traf- 
fic, as well as prevent congestion by 
cars parked along both sides of the 
street.” - ~ 

.According to: Mr. Beall's plan, Pees 
cars would be operated so near the 
sides of the street that passengers 
could step from the curb to the cars, 
éliminating necessity of crossing in 
front of passing automobiles. 

Flow of traffic would be made much 
smoother, he pointed out, because of 
the fact that automobiles would not 
be forced to stop every time a street 
car stopped to discharge or take on 
passengers. 

Cross-Wise Parking. 

He will propose that automobiles 
be parked cross-wise in the center 
of the street, contertding that parking 
Of cars would be made much easier, 
and would prevent much of the con- 
fusion now caused by drivers hunt- 
ing a place to park. Instead of be- 
ing forced to park on the right side 
of the street, as at present, machines 

Oing in either dirgtion could park 
nh the center of the thoroughfare. 

The plan would entail no additional 
paving cost, Mr. Beall said, and if 
the arrangement proves satisfactory, 
it could be put into effect on many 
other streets of the city. 

Conference Planned. 

In an attempt to settle differences 
regarding paving assessments for the 
street, a conference between city of- 
ficials and officials of the Georgia 
Railway and Power compavy has been 
called for 3 o'clock Tuesday after- 
moon. At a meeting last week be- 
tween Preston S. Arkwright, presigent 
of the power company, and Council- 
man John A. White, of the fourth 
ward, who backed the paving project, 
and James L. Mayson, city attor- 
ney, no agreement cculd be reached, 
but it is hoped that plans will be 
proposed Tuesday for settlement of 
the trouble.

Head Coach, University of Michigan, 
Whenever anybody mentions foot- 
hall strategies 10 me my mind races 
hack to my boys of 1910 and just as 
naturally the threads of memory pick 
up the final stages of the Michigan- 
Minnesota game of that year at Ann 
Arbor. , 
Four minutes io vA and hoth reams 
scoreless! And then one of the most 
sonderful strategical drives the grid- 
iron ever saw. Four minutes! Such 
a short space of time. But during it 
ay All-American end was made, an 
All-American zuard conclusively earn- 
ed his right to the honor the second 
vear in succession. and a halfback, a 
center, a tackle and an end won places 
on the All-Western and All-Conference 
elevens. And, last but not least, a 
Western championship was decided! 
No one seeing that battle could for: 
cet one detail of those last thrilling 
minut After fourteen years they 
are as fresh in my mind as on that 
November afternoon. 
To begin with, Michigan faced Min- 
nesota amid general expectation that 
the latter would win. Although I}li- 
nois and Minnesota had won all their 
games that year, Minnesotas victo- 
ries had been the more decisive, par- 
ticularly againt Chicago, the one 
team whgch hoth had? met.

Powerful Team. 

Certainly the Gophers were a pow- 
erful aggregation. In Walker, their 
left tackle, they had an all-American 
player, unerring in sensing the direc- 
tion of a play. uncanny in his ability 
at breaking through, blocking kicks, 
handling an opponent, or bringing 
down the man with the ball despite 
his interference. McGovern, — their 
quarterback, was an all-American 
too. while Right Half Rosenwald and 
Fullback Johnson were all-Western 
and all-Conference men. 

Our record had not been 
so good as Minnesota's. In our ear- 
lier game Case and Ohio State had 
held us to 3-to-3 ties. while we had 
beaten the strong Michigan Aggies 
only 6 to Later, against NSyra- 
euse, we dilevered an 11-0 victory, 
but it was not until we encountered 
Pennsylvania at Philadelphia that we 
becan to show our real strength.

W. B. WHEELER BACKS 


Washington, December 20. — As- 
surance that “no law-abiding Ameri- 
can” is likely to be injured by de- 
natured alcohol was given today by 
Wayne B. Wheeler, of the anti-saloon 


league, in a statement filed with the 
senate committee considering the 
Cramton bill for creation of a sepa- 
rate prohibition enforcement bureau. 
Mr. Wheeler added that “those who 


make or buy denatured industrial 
alcohol for bootleg booze purposes 
are law-breakers. 

The statement was filed in reply 
to the charge of Senator Reed, demo- 
crat, Missouri, that the addition of 
poisons to aleohol released for indus- 


/ trial purposes is “approaching mur- 
”? 


“The blindness often reported as 
caused by bootleg booze,” said Mr. 
Wheeler's statement, “is produced by 
wood alcohol—an odorless and taste- 
less -liquor indistinguishable from 
grain aleohol—and not by the dena- 
turants described under the national 
prohibition act. Congress in 1906 
ordered the use of wood aleohol to 
denature grain alcohol. Strychnine 
ris not used as often stated, when the 
real denaturant -is brucine, a very 
bitter but non-toxic alkaloid from 
the same source as strychnine. 

‘American business must have tax- 
free alcohol. It enters a_ thousand 
uses. Only by denaturing alcohol can 
it be safely released to industry. This 
was recognized and demanded by busi- 
ness before prohibition. The fact 
that criminals misuse it or that alco- 
hol addicts drink it cannot be charged

against the government, which has 
frequently issued warnings against it. 

“The release of pure alcohol to in- 
i dustry would require an army of offi- 
cials to prevent its diversion to boot- 
leggers. To add a tax sufficient to 
pay these officers would cripple busi- 
ness and increase cost of enforce- 
ment. 

“The addition of a little water or 
flavoring matter turns pure alcohol 
into an imitation whiskey. Bootleg- 
gers who now redistill denatured al- 
cohol would find their work made 
easier, cheaper and safer if the gov- 
ernment provided them with all “the 
materials for their trade except water 
and a little caramel to color and 
flavor.”

We believe in normal development, neither 
ahead of nor behind the growth of the country, and keeping well within 
corporate resources. We do not believe in being the first to raise prices 
nor the first to reduce them, but rather to look far ahead and never to 
be swayed by purely temporary conditions. For instance, last year we 
could have increased our volume for the time being, if we had made 
prices low enough. But that would have been, in my judgment, the

In a letter to the chairman of the 
budget commission, written Thurs- 
day, the president says: 


“The bureau of internal revenue 
has estimated that claims to the 
amount of $94,011,300 will be allowed 
for payment during’ the _ period 
from November 1, 1924, to June 30, 
1925. It is important that funds 
should be made available for the pay- 
ment of the claims as they are al- 
lowed, particularly in view of the new 
interest provisions contained in sec- 
tion 1019 of the revenue act of 1924, 
which stipulates that interest at the 
rate of 6 per cent per annum shall 
be allowed and paid on all internal 
revenue taxes which have been er- 
roneously or illezally assessed or col- 
lected from the date of payment of 
such tax to the date of allowance of 
the refund by the commissioner of 
internal revenue. or in the case of a 
credit, to the due date of the amount 
against which a credit is taken.” 


This refund total makes quite a 
difference in the treasury balances, 
and takes the cheer out of a good 
deal of Secretary Mellon’s cheerful 
talk just before the election. 


There is not any knowing person 
who does not feel that the postal 
employees as a whole need wage in- 
creases. They are skilled, faithful, 
hard working and paid less as a 
rule than other civil service em- 
ployes. 

But that President Coolidge has a 
right to feel that the people in- 
laid 
before congress prior to his elec- 
tion is unmistakable. It is impossi- 
ble to pay out money without first 
providing the money, and the peo- 
ple of this country are tax burdened 
as it is even following the reduc- 
tions made late last spring. 

To increase the postage rates as 
has been proposed is to increase 
taxes that multiply the burdens oz 
the public. Even if such increases 
should be limited to second class 
postage it would necessarily mean 
higher prices to be paid by readers 
of newspapers and other periodicals 
mailed under these rates. This would 
restrict ‘knowledge, pénalize reading 
and not only take reading matter 
out of thousands of homes, but 
close the. doors of smaller news- 
papers in many communities. It 
would be a step backward, not for- 
ward.

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The diary of the late Emperor Karl, 
compiled from news dictated at the time 
of his attempt in 1921 to regain the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian throne, is made public in 
the following article. This, published 
secretly in Germany today in a limited 
edition of 300 copies, is given here in 
the form in which it was prepared by 
Karl’s private secretary, Baron Charles 
von Werkmann, with the sanction of the 
emperor's widow, Zita. 

Outstanding features of the document, 
which is certain to arouse controversy, 
include the detailed allegation by Karl 
that Admiral Nicholas Horthy, regent of 
Hungary, attempted’ to bargain his 
actual power for honors if he should as- 
sist the return of the emperor to the 
throne. Supporters of Horthy have al- 
ways maintained that the firmness of his 
stand against the return of Karl in 1921 
is one of the most characteristic incidents 
in his spectacular career. ¢ 

The manuscript prepared oo Karl's 
dictated diary notes also includes the 
statement that Karl had the support of 
France in his attempt. In the dialogue 
with Horthy as given by Karl himself, 
the emperor says he told the admiral 
he had the backing of a very high of- 
ficial. To this, with what is declared 
to be the verbal authority of the em- 
peror, his secretary has added in footnote 
form the name of Aristide Briand, who 
was premier of France at that time. 
. Karl's reported belief that he had French 
support has been known previously. Ac- 
cording to French and other students of 
the 1921 situation, this belief was found- 
ed merely on unauthorized statements 
or intimations made by minor subordi- 
nates in the French government. 

The story of the events immediately 
_ preceding those recorded in Emperor 
Karl's diary is told by Baron von Werk- 
mann as follows: 


N Good Friday, March 25, 1921, 

at an early hour in the morning, 
a man about 30, simply dressed, en- 
tered the railway station at Strass- 
beurg and approached the Paris-Vien- 
na express which had just arrived. 
Many Austrian and Hungarian no- 
tables were on their way to Vienna 
on this train. Nobody among them 
expected this traveler at Strassbourg; 
nobody knew that he was to board the 
train. 

Among the passengers, however, 
there also was a certain Count Jacob 
Lasuen y de Reischach, a nephew of 
Baron Francis Joseph von Reischach, 
cof Vienna. Count Lasuen had at Paris 
not only bought a ticket for himself, 
but had also reserved seat No. 12 in 
Car No. 1717 for a passenger from 
Strassbourg. 

The Strassbourg passenger handed 


Karl, former emperor, from a pho- 
tograph taken shortly after the at- 
tempt to rule again, and not long 


before his death in exile.

WHO THEY ARE 


ARL: Archduke who succeeded to the throne, becoming Emperor 

of Austria and King of Hungary and was exiled with his consort, 
Zita. Karl died in April, 1922, while in exile in Madeira. Besides his 
widow he left eight childen of whom the eldest has been regarded as the 
center of restoration hopes. 

HORTHY: Admiral Nicholas Horthy, national regent of Hungary. 
Scarcely a month ago a new plot to assassinate him was discovered, the 
communists being blamed. Admiral Horthy, whose headquarters are in 
Budapest, was born in 1868. He was graduated from the Naval Acad- 
emy at Pola, attained some note as a yacht racer and was made aide- 
de-camp to the late Emperor Franz Joseph, predecessor of Karl. He 
isa Magyar. During the war he was cited for valor and as commander 
of the cruiser Novarro he attacked the Italian coast several times. Dis- 
regarding orders, he quelled a mutiny. After he had retired, he took 
arms again with the reactionary forces when the bolsheviki headed by 
Bela Kun assumed control. On March 1, 1920, the national assembly 
elected Horthy temporary head of the nation with the title of regent. 
The attempt made by Karl in 1921 to resume power proved a critical 
point in Horthy’s career, the admiral taking the position that only the 
national assembly could reinstate Karl. He opposed such reinstate- 
ment, declaring it would cause a new war. Karl was exiled with Zita 
under a law promulgated by Horthy, banishing the Hapsburg dynasty. 

BRIAND: Aristide Briand, several times premier ‘of France in- 
cluding the period from January, 1921, to January, 1922. According to 
students of international affairs Karl’s reported belief that Briand sup- 
ported him in his attempt of 1921 was a misconception based on unau- 
thorized statements made by minor officials in the French foreign office. 

WERKMANN: Baron Charles von Werkmann, private secretary 
to the late Emperor Karl and compiler of the notes which were dictated 
to him and Zita during the 1921 attempt for the throne. Baron von 
Werkmann recently published a book in England, ‘‘The Tragedy of 
Charles Hapsburg.”’ 


ZITA: Ex-Empress, originally Princess Zitt of Parma. She mar- 


ried Karl while he was archduke and was his companion in power and © 


exile. She has been accused of ambition for her husband and, since his 
death, for the eldest of her eight children of whom the youngest was 
born shortly after the emperor’s death. Cables as recently as late in No- 
vember announced that the Hungarian government had disbanded the fa- 
mous royalist regiment formed by Count Ostenburg, which supported

The train reached Salzburg in the 
early afternoon.

Vienna was already quiie dark 
when the train reached the West Sia- 
lion at 10:50 p.m. Thirty-eight pas- 
sengers left the various compartments. 
They were received by relatives, 
friends and acquaintances in the sta- 
tion and were solicited by porters and 
hotel clerks.

He therefore stopped before 
No. 5, which accidentally proved to be 
the actual destination of his fare. 

The three men left the auto. Pet- 
rak received 50 francs—which te him, 
a man from the country of worthless 
crowns, seemed like a small fortune. 
There was a brief conversation about 
the economic situation in Austria. Pet- 
rak complained, as indeed he might. 
For the crown was depreciating day 
by day. Earnings were decreasing all 
the time. Food was expensive. With 
growing emotion the ‘‘Spaniard’’ lis- 
tened to this complaint from a man of 
the plain people. He finally gave him 
the remnants of his traveling lunch; 
ham and chocolate. The chanffeur 
thanked him. -One of his fares want- 
ed to ride further with him. There

was a brief farewell, and Count Lasu- 
en boarded the taxi. . The can2 of the 
unknown traveler remained in the au- 
to by mistake and was later turned 
over to the police by Petrak. 

The chauffeur now drove from ho- 
tel to hotel. They were all crowded. 
This did not seem to perturb Count 
Lasuen. He had foreseen this—-and 
had wanted it thus. Finally he left 
the auto at the cornér of Singer and 
Kaerntner streets. The chauffeur saw 
him ring the bell at’No. 7 Singer 
Street. Francis Joseph, Baron yon 
Reischach, lived there. 

Earlier that. night the chauffeur, 
Petrak, had made another observa- 
tion that is not unimportant for the 
Story of this night. Although 12 had 
stopped before No. 5 in the lands- 
krongasse—in other words, before 
the wrong house—yet this must have 
been the right place after all. The 
two men who remained there inust 
have been admitted into it. 


Such was, indeed, the case. The 
supposed Spaniard and his companion 
rang the bell and asked to see Count 
Thomas Erdoedy. Erdoedy came. He 
knew the one and recognized the 
other. 

That other was—Karl, emperor and 
king. 


FYNHE Emperor of Austria had re- 


turned from banishment to the 
city of his forefathers. 

One night only was spent by the 
emperor in his capital and residential 
city. Then, on the Saturday tefcre 
Easter, about noon, he drove unrec- 
ognized through the streets of the In- 
ner City and the sections known as 
Wieden and Favoriten. He was 
bound for the Hungarian frontier. 


The memoirs of the monarch open 
with the description of this drive. 
SATURDAY, MARCH 26, 1921. 

On Saturday before Easter, at 
11:30 in the morning, in an auto drivs 
en by a chauffeur named Meier, who 
had once upon a time been in the sery- 
ice of my grandmother, I started from 
landskrongasse via Graben, St. Ste- 
phan’s square, Kaertner street, Pau- 
laner church, Wiedner Main street, 
and the whole length of Trieste street, 
for Vienna-Newtown. 


The streets were in a desperate con- 
dition, Trieste street with its humpy- 
paved road being the best among 
them. Laxenburg lane is like a cart- 
road. We were able to pass through 
all the communities at top speed. The 
old guard houses and turnpikes have 
been reinstated. ~ From Vienna-New- 
town we drove through the large 
Foehren forest, passing Frohsdorf on 
our left, and proceeded to Seebenstein. 

Schlederer awaited us at the en- 
trance to the park of Seebenstein 
castle.. Thence we proceeded via As- 
pang, Moennichkirchen and Pingau to 
Sinnersdorff on the Austrian frontier. 
li was a wonderful day. 

What a queer feeling, to be in one’s 
native country unrecognized! 

The streets in Steiermark are as 
bad as they used to be. Moennich- 
kirchen has developed into a large 
watering place. Rooms for the Easter 
holidays were reserved many weeks in 
advance. We saw very many lasses 
and tourists. 

At Sinnersdorf the Austrian offi- 
cials examined our passports—a func- 
tion which they performed quite ex- 
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peditiously. The Austrian customs of- 
ficials as well as the police made a 
very good impression. They are well- 
dressed, clean and decent. At the 
Hungarian frontier there was an old 
police sergeant major from Debreczin, 
a typical, brown son of the Puszta, 
who did not. quite know what to do 
with a passport. Beside him stood a 
soldier in summer trousers made of 
ticking. 

The auto went on to Pinkafo. This 
was a courtesy on the part of the Aus- 
trian border authorities. The auto had 
no right to cross the border. 

At Pinkafo we ate at Jenner’s res- 
taurant. The first warm meal in two 
cays! Schnitzel with pickles. The 
proprietor retained our knives, forks 
and spoons as well as the pickles as 
mementoes. It was interesting to ob- 
Serve how the people take to foreign 
money. We paid for the schnitzel 
with French and for the vehicle with 
Swiss francs. 

From Pinkafo we took a cab driv- 
ing via Oberwarth, where the Easter 
procession was just in progress. We 
knelt down and let the procession 
move past us. The garrison was out 
matching, dressed in our good old uni- 
forms, the artillery equipped with 
gun cartridges. It was an inspiring 
sight! And to see the old uniforms 
again for the first time! From Ober- 
warth we rode to Petersdorf, thence 
to St. Mihaly. 

There we hoped to obtain an auto 
from Herr Schey. This gentleman is 
a great patriot, a legitim'st, and a 
friend of Tamas. We went into 
Schey’s house and taiked to his daugh- 
ters. One of them—the younger one 
—offered to go to Pragins as cham- 
bermaid, although she did not know 
who | was. 

| asked the people what they 
thought the king looked like. I ex- 
pecied they would bring out photo- 
graphs, but nobody recognized me. 
Finally they all drank to the health 
of the king and scolded me for not 
finishing my glass, but the wine was 
too heavy for me. 

We now drove with Mr. Schey’s 
horses (the auto was out of commis- 
sion) by direct road to Steinamanger. 

About 10 p. m. we halted before 
the bishop’s palace at Steinamanger, 
The bishop was just giving a dinner, 
having invited a cabinc! minister, 
Vass, as his guest. When Tamas sent 
the servant up to the bishop to re- 
quest a night’s lodging for himself 
and another gentleman, the bishop 
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Admiral Horthy, Hengarian na- 
tional regent, who is accused in Em- 
peror Karl’s edited diary of trying to 
barter power for honors.

1 had summoned 
Colonel-Lehar, who came overjoyed, 
reported for duty immeditely, and 
evidenced surprise at my coming, say- 
ing he had expected this daily.

har I decided to summon the two gen- 
tlemen. They were informed by an 
officer that a great misfortune would 
happen unless they came to Steina- 
manger immediately. They were in 
bed already—it was 2 a. m. then— 
and were very much frightened. While 
awaiting the gentlemen, I drew up a 
proclamation to the vice regent with 
Minister Vass’ help, which was to be 
transmitted by Hughes’ apparatus.

and another officer. Almassy acted as 
Ch@uffeur. Teleki lost his way, how- 
ever, and therefore arrived in Pest an 
hour after me. On the way to Pest I 
slept some, and then occupied my 
mind with the formation of the cabi- 
net, 


[ asked Sigray whether he might 
be willing to assume the premiership. 
He declared his willingness, provided 
a better man could not be found. I 
wanted Legality and Frugality to be 
the program of the government. 


We arrived at Budapest at about 2 
c’clock and drove before the presi- 
dency. There we parked the auto, 
and I sent Sigray and Jarmy ahead 
to advise the vice regent of my ar- 
rival. 

With an earnest mien Sigray re- 
turned after a short while. He said: 
“Your Majesty will have to be very 
energetic.” 

At the gate | was met by Captain 
Magashazy, the aide-de-camp of the 
vice regent, dressed in field uniform, 
with a red-white-green sash. He led 
me into an apartment of the castle. 
It was icy cold, unheated and besides 
I was frozen through and through 
anyway. 

I declared that | wanted to pro- 
ceed at once to the vice regent. 

When I entered the room of the 
aides-de-camp, I noted at once what 
sort of a spirit was predominant; put- 
ting up a>correct front, but every 
glance full of embittered hostility. 

Already Horthy approached me 
with a bewildered mein. In his study 
(formerly it was mine) he blurted out 
at once: ‘This is a misfortune. 
Your Majesty must leave immediately, 
must return to Switzerland. 

I replied tq Horthy in all friendli- 
ness that there was no thought of it; 
that I could not if I would, since I 
had burnt all bridges behind me by 
leaving. 

And now there began a two-hour 
Struggle for power, in the course of 
which I, with no arms to fall back 
upon (as contrasted with Horthy), de- 
spite efforts succumbed to the most 
infamous, treasonable and low-down 
greed for power on the part of Horthy. 

[I thanked Horthy first of all in 
the heartiest manner possible for all 
that he had done for his king and the 
nation. I enumerated his meritorious 
deeds and assured him that the king 
and the nation would never forget 
this.

their little son Vinson was killed under

This boy was known as the “hun- 
dred-million-dollar baby.”’ He was the 
richest child in the world. And so anx- 
ious were his parents about his wel- 
fare that they kept him living apart 
from the rest of the world. 

A veritable army of servants hov- 
ered about little Vinson almost from 
the moment of his birth.
